The most enchanting tiling in the 
world is the study of people, actual 
flesh and blood folks warm with hu­ 
man Interest; not to denounce, not to 
excuse, but to measure anil weigh, to 
catch their angle of vision, to look at 
the world through their eyes. That sort

A ft­ 
er Greeley’s defeat and death he se­ 
cured contrel of the Tribune and jfut It 
again on its feet. 
This was not an 
easy thing, and the success with which 
It was carried through required great 
executive and political ability and in­ 
cessant work, constituting the greatest 
triumph of Reid’s career. 
In 1878 he was offered the post 
of 
minister to Germany by 
President 
Hayes, declined; In 1881 offered same

The houses owned and occupied at 
various times by Mr. Reid and his fam ­ 
ily iu themselves form a dazzling ar­ 
ray. First there is the Madison avenue 
mansion in New York city, one of the 
finest in the metropolis. It was built 
by Henry Villard and helped to break 
him. Then it was offered for sale and 
bought by Reid at a fraction of its val­ 
ue. Next is the estate of over 700 acres 
near White Plains, N. Y,, with the ver­ 
itable castle topping its highest point 
This broke another millionaire, and 
Reid bought it at a low figure. 
He 
spent a million in Interior decorations, 
when the house burned. A still more 
magnificent house was erected at the 
cost of another million. 
This place, 
Opldr IIulL Is In many respects the 
most sumptuous country home on the 
American continent. The estate sur­ 
rounding it has been so l>eautifled by 
the landscape gardener's art as to vie 
with some of the famous estates of 
England. In Paris the Reiite occupied 
oue of the best places lu that glittering 
capital, paying much more rent than 
his total yearly salary. At both the

The story, once persistently repeated, 
that Reid had a hand in throwing Hor­ 
ace Greeley out of the Tribune is de­ 
nied by those who claim to know the 
history of that transaction. The real 
man responsible was Samuel Sinclair, 
Greeley’s partner. The scheme was to 
make Schuyler Colfax editor and to 
throw out Reid along with his chief. 
Mr. Reid called in Ids assistants to bid 
them goodby when there was laid on 
his desk a telegram connecting Schuy­ 
ler Colfax with the Credit Mobilier 
scandal. Seeing the significance of the 
news, he rushed to some of his financial 
friends, induced them to put up the 
money to finance the Tribune and thus 
got control of it himself. 
At the time of King Edward’s coro­ 
nation Mr. Reid was assigned to a car­ 
riage with the French and Turkish am­ 
bassadors, aud the American was re­ 
quired to sit with his back to the 
horses. To this Reid objected so stren- 
t.xisly that lie was given a carriage to 
himself at the king’s special order. 
At a great Republican meeting in 
New York Reid, then a candidate for 
vice president, occupied a box just un­ 
der one reserved for Chauncey M. De­ 
pew. 
Upon his appearance the vice 
preaidential nominee was greeted with 
cheering so prolonged that he arose to 
acknowledge the greeting. The cheers 
continued until he was about to un­ 
bend and make a speech, when he was 
frozen to observe the audience con­ 
vulsed with laughter. 
He soon dis­ 
covered the cause, however. The gen­ 
ial Chauncey had thought the ovation 
intended for himself.

In appearance Mr. Reid is tall, with 
a distinguished manner, always well 
dressed, suave aud courteous, but with 
a certain reserve. 
He is at ease in 
any company and has the rare faculty 
of saying the right word at the right 
time. In addition to his palatial house 
iu IiOndou, he has rented an expensive 
English country sea’tcalled W rest Park, 
and his entertainm ents arc far aud 
away the most expensive and elabo­ 
rate ever given by an American am ­ 
bassador.

A H ill Tribe o f India W ho *e Men 
M ill Neither H u n t No r W o rk and 
W ho Are Cro ud o f T heir R eputa­ 
tio n Fo r D o w nright Indo lence. 


In these days of pnsh and energy it 
sounds strange to talk of people as be­ 
ing lazy, and still the Todas, a hill 
tribe of India, are the laziest people in 
the world. 
The Todas are not asham ed.of tljelr 
reputation aud arq free to confess that 
the^- know o? nothing so foolish aud 
stupid as work. 
Their one and only 
pursuit is the raising of buffaloes. They 
flrq far too indolent to follow tLn; yhase. 
An ax is tlieir only weapon, althougn 
they know how to make others. 
They 
use this for waging war and foe fell* 
ing trees. They will not till the land, 
considering this unnecessary labor. To 
make housekeeping easier all their nat­ 
ural products are held in common. The 
idea of property is only restricted to 
the but, its contents and Uve stock. 
The buffaloes, which they own in 
large quantities, furnish them with 
skin» for clothing and the hut. and the 
meat is used as food. 
But milk is 
their principal diet. They do not even 
relish the idea of milking their cattle. 
The head milkers are the only ones 
that are to be persuaded to do this la­ 
bor 
These men are chosen from the 
class of “peiki." or “sons of God.” 
They are the priests and practice celib­ 
acy. 
Although the priests tend to the 
cattle, each householder owns his cat­ 
tle. 
Much as these men dislike the caring 
for their cattle, they find farming a 
less dignified calling. 
Some years ago 
they went to war with their neighbors, 
the Badaga and Ivotus, as they might 
be able to levy a tax of one-eighth on 
their grain products. When their grain 
grows scarce they live on roots and 
berries. 
They will sell their land or 
give it away, but they will not culti­ 
vate ft at any price. 
The building of bamboo huts does not 
interest them any more than the culti­ 
vating of the soil, and they mkke this 
task easy by making the boys cut the 
bamboo and their wives build the huts. 
It is not unusual for three families to 
share one abode. 
Tin* men are often 
so lazy that they cannot afford one wife 
alone, but even this does not worry 
them. 
Two or three brothers manage 
to support one wife. 
Indolent aud 
slothful, they sit listless for hours, un­ 
concerned about all things. 
What they 
know they know well. They are Intel­ 
ligent within certain narrow limits, but 
thev are too lazv to increase tjieir « tore 


| of knowledge. 
W hatever has to be 
j done must be eared for by the women 
and children. 
Strangely, their appearance does not 
disclose this most marked characteris­ 
tic. They are tall and well proportion­ 
ed. They look like Roman senators as 
they walk wrapped in skins resembling 
the ancient toga. 
Their appearance is 
not only; prepossessing, but bold and 
self reliant. 
Many an amusing story is told of this 
small hill tribe, numbering about 4G0 
men. An Americau missionary was 
working among them when one day he 
saw some women aud boys building 
a hut of bamboo. He inquired why the 
men were not performing this labor, 
and one woman explained, “Husband 
mine don't work; me and boys build 
house.” 
The missionary made no farther com­ 
ment. but when the hut was built he 
told the fiusbanjj that he must build 
another hur, as be could not live in a 
home made by women and children. 
But the surprised Toda answered: “No, 
no. 
Me no work 
Man has boys and 
w ife to work.” 
The Toda meant what he said. 
Al­ 
though the missionary argued and final­ 
ly horsewhipped the native, he could 
not get him to build a hut. 
An equally amusing story is told by 
an English officer 
He was so taken 
by the handsome appearance of one of 
the natives he wanted to take him to 
England and place him in his own regi­ 
ment. 
The officer gave the native 
skins and silks until the Toda prom­ 
ised to become an English soldier. He 
was delighted with the oifn er's bright, 
gay uniform. 
He did not feel bad 
about leaving his country, his wife and 
children, but when he was told that 
Soldiers work he said: 
“Me no be an English soldier; me be 
Toda. Me no work; me no like work.” 
When the English officer tried to per­ 
suade him lie made answer: “Take 
wife and boys; they be English sol­ 
diers—like work. 
Me stay home and 
rest; me be Toda.” -Chicago Tribune.

ent of tbe m edicine m an’s p ot and 
which is used on so m any occasions to 
avMd ill luck. This is p relim inary . 
Finally the m orning before the sand­ 
ing, which is the essential lay p art of 
the w edding and the p a rt I was to see, 
the legal and religious rit« is p erform ­ 
ed, a kind of registry office business, 
where the dow ry is p aid over, conduct­ 
ed before the kathi, or M ohammedan 
p riest, and in the absence of bride aud 
women folk. 
The sw ord dance by the 
tw o P atan is finished, tbe bridegroom 
w as escorted away , and the p eop le 
turned hom ew ard; I ulso, to don native 
dress aud be p resent by invitation fit 
a Malay dinner at the rajah’s house 
and the subsequent m arriage ceremony 
or sanding. 
About 9 o'clock the w ed­ 
ding p rocession collected to escort the 
bridegroom, attired just as he had been 
in the afternoon. In a p ilgrim ’s flowing 
A rab robes, across to tbe house of his 
bride. 
A fter describing the ceremony 
the w riter p roceeds: Du the next day 
a t 4 o’clock in the afternoon the m ar­ 
riage p arty reassem bled, this tim e for 
the cerem onial bathing, mandi tolak 
bola, or mandi sam p at, to avert ill 
lurk. 
The bridegroom, dressed in his 
holiday 
silks 
aud 
escorted 
by 
his 
friends, w ent over to the bride’s house, 
where he has to live aw hile under tbe 
ey es of his mother-in-law. 
There he 
changed 
his 
attire 
for the shabby 
clothes th a t are alw ay s reserved for 
ablution and, with a towel over bis 
shoulders, p assed Into the Inner room, 
where his newly w edded bride, also 
dressed In old clothes, aw aited bis com­ 
ing. 
Amid the buzzing, clattering and 
laughing of the m others of the kam- 
p ong the p air grasp each the end of a 
handkerchief and so united march out 
Into tbe p assage. 
The narrow p assage 
with the sp lit bamboo floor is crowded 
with excited women, and every one ex­ 
cep t the mazed victim s Is laughing 
and talking. 
They , p oor things, sit 
with dow n turned faces, dumb, mo­ 
tionless, walking, sitting, standing, not 
of their own accord, but mechanically 
and under the comp ulsion of eager 
hands. 
Bowl after bowl of w ater is p oured 
over 
the 
bedraggled 
p air, 
strained 
through the cocounut fronds and the 
cloth. 
The milk of the y oung cocoa- 
nut is em p tied after it. 
The eoeoanut 
shoots and cloth are soaked aud drip ­ 
p ing. 
Tw o women continue to drench 
the coup le, but for the sheer comedy 
enacted by the rest I had not been p re­ 
p ared. though I had exi>ected som e­ 
thing from seeing my friend the rajah 
doff his official Europ ean khaki for 
som ething less elaborate than his silks 
of y esterday . 
I w as soon to learn. 
The excited women having finished 
w ith the victim s in chief, turned their 
attention to the audience and vented 
their feelings by dousing every one 
w ithin reach, the rajah and m y self in­ 
cluded. 
W e could only retort w ith In­ 
effectual handfuls, while they were 
of p racticed arm and equip p ed w ith 
basins. 
However, fortune favored us. 
Often bam boo squirts, salted or p ep ­ 
p ered w ater or rice w ater are emp loy ­ 
ed. 
The women lend the bride aw ay 
for a fresh toilet. The groom dons his 
silks again kind waits, no short time, in 
the p assage till his sp ouse shall have 
had her toilet comp leted to the sa tis­ 
faction of the m atrons.

The w edding Is over. 
It only re­ 
m ains for the bride and bridegroom to 
sembah or lift folded p alm s to brow 
In salutation of the rajah, who has 
honored them by li is p resence and p ro­ 
vided entertainm ent for their.bridal.—

D escription o f One Given by Xeno- 
plttm'N Army of t.reeks. 
In his “ A nabasis" Xenop hon describes 
an entertainm ent given by bis arm y of 
G reeks on the shores of the Black sea 
during the retreat from Persia aft *r 
the battle of Cunaxa, about tw enty - 
three centuries ago. 
“Two T hracians 
first rose up ,” say s the soldier histo­ 
rian, “and danced with their arm s to 
the sound of a flute. 
They cap ered 
very high and with great agility , then 
m ade use of their swords. 
At last one 
of them struck the other in such a 
m anner that every one thought he had 
killed him, but the stroke w as given 
with art. 
The other, having desp oiled 
him of his arm s, w ent out singing a 
p ong of trium p h. Then other T hracians 
carried off the man ¡is if he laid been 
dead, though indeed he was not hurt. 
A fter this some .Lilians and Mague- 
sians rose up and danced in their arm s 
w hat they called the earp aean dance, 
the m anner of which is as follows; One 
of them, having laid down his arm s, 
sows and drives a y oke of oxen, look­ 
ing often behind fiim, as if he w ere 
afraid. 
Then a 
robber ap p roaches, 
whom the other p erceiving, la* catches 
up his arm s and, advancing, fights with 
him in defense of his oxen. 
11 this 
these men p erform ed in tim e to the 
flute. 
At last the robber binds the 
p lowm an and carries him off with tbe 
oxen. 
Sometimes the p low m an over­ 
comes the robber and, fastening him 
to the oxen, ties his hands behind him 
and so drives him aw ay . 
“A fter this My sus entered with a 
buckler in each hand and danced som e­ 
tim es as if he had been engaged w ith 
tw o adversaries, then used his bucklers 
as if engaged w ith only one. 
Some­ 
tim es he w hirled round, then threw 
him self bead forem ost aud fell ou his 
feet w ithout p arting with his bucklers. 
This m ade a line sight. 
I^ast of all he 
danced the Persian dance, striking his 
bucklers against each other and In 
dancing fell on his knees, then sp rung 
ui* again, and In all this he kep t tim e 
to the flute. 
He w as succeeded by 
some M antineaus and other A rcadians, 
who, being dressed in the handsom est 
arm or they could p rovide, rose up aud 
advanced in tim e to a flute that p lay ed 
a m artial air. 
They sung the p aean 
and danced In the sam e m anner th a t is 
p racticed in solemn p rocessions. 
“On this one of the A rcadians led 
forth a wom an dancer, dressed hund- 
somely and carry ing a light buckler. 
She danced the Py rrhic dance w ith 
great ability , on which there w as great 
ap p lause. 
T hat caused the Pap hlago- 
ians who w ere p resent to ask w hether 
the wom an 
also charged 
with 
tlio 
troop s. 
Then the Greeks said th a t it 
w as the women who drove King Ar- 
taxerxes out of the camp . 
This w as 
the end of th at night’s en tertain m en t” i
